The following is the opinions of the ed-
{itor of the law eolomn of the Land and
| Law Reporter :

An infant, as the law calls every one|
who has not attgined the nge of twenty.
ono years, eannot, as a geneeal rulé,make
a coutract which he may not  disaflirm
r]uriug minority, or within n reasonablo
timo after attaining his majority.  If
you sell him
sells them, and then refuses to pay, you|
aro without legal romedy. 11 you buy a |
horse from him and puy him the price
for it. and he rofuses to deliver, your
money is gone.  He is ot liable to his
promissory note pe hond, nor for borrow-
ed money, 1 he nndertakes to do a cer-
taia mot and receive monoy in advance
therefor, he cannot be compelled to per.
| form his promiso after he hns parted with |
the considaration ; nor can the money be
recovered from him, for it was the folly
of the purty to trust him. If, however,
| he rotain the specific and indentieal con-
sideration, and it can be indentified, he
Yooomes the trasteo of tho other party;
and as soon nw he disaffirms the contract
or reluses to  perform ity he is bound to
surrender it,  So, if an infant has ad.
vanced mouey which has been parted
with by any other party, and afterwards
disaffirms the contract, he cannot if he
has reecived any benefit from it, recover
from the other party the advaneed con-
sideration  Thus i be buys a large

The Coming Centennial—Address of the
Commssion.

T the People of the United States:—

JThe Congress of the United Statos has
ennoted that the completion of tho one
hundroth year of Ameriean independence
shall be celobrated by au international ex-
hibition of the arte, manufaoturers, and
products of the soil and mine, to be held
nt Philadelphia in 1876, and hns appoint-
od o commission, consisting of represonta-
tives from oach state and territory to cone
duot the celebration. Originating under
the nuspices of the national legislature,
controlled by a national commission, nnd
designed as itzis to ‘commemorate (he
first contury of our existence, by an ex-
hibition of the natural resources of the
country and their development, and of
our progress in those arts which benefit
mankind, in comparison with those ofolder
nations," it is to the people at largo that
tho commission look for the nid which is
neceasary to make the contennial eclebra-
tion the grandest anniversury the world
hns over seon.  That the complotion of
the first contury of our existenco should
be marked by some imposing demonstra-
tion is, we believe, the patriotic wish of
the people of the whole eountry. The
Congress of the Umted States has wisely
docided that the birthday of the groat
republic oan be most fittingly ocolobrated
b‘y the universal collection and display of
all tho trophies of its progroes. It is de-
signed to bring together, within a build-
ing covering 50 acres, not ouly the pro-
ductions of our mines and of the soil, but
types of all the intellectual triumphs of
our citizens, specimens of everything that
Ameriea can furnish, whother from the
brains or handa of her children, and thus
make cvident to the world the advanse-
ment of which a sell-governed people is
eapable,

In thiz “celebrntion” all nations will
be invited to participate; its character
being internationnl.  Europe will display

Plher arts and manulactures, India her

curious fubrics, while nowly opened Ohina
and Japan will lay bare the trensures
which for centuries their ingenious people
have been perfecting,  Fach lnulf will
compete in generous rivalry for the palm
of superior excellence. To this grand
gatheriog every zone will contribate its
fruits and ccreals, No mineral ghall be
wanting, for what the East Ineks tho West
will supply. Under one roof will the
South display in rich luxuriance her
growing cotton, and the North, in minia-
ture, the ceaseloss machinery of her mills,
converting that cotton into clath. Each
section of tho globe will sond its best
offerings to this exhibition, and each state
of the Upion, as & member of one united
bady politic, will show to her sister stutes
and to the world, how much she can add
to the greatness of the nation of which
she is a harmonious part.

To muke the centeunial eclebration
such a success as the patriotism and the
pride of every American demands, will
require the co-operation of the people of
the whole country. The United States
centennial commission has reccived no
government aid, such ss Kogland extend-
ed to her world's fuir, und France to the
universal cxposition, yet the labor and
responsibility imposed upon the commis-
sion is as great as io cither of those un-
dertakings. It is estimated that ten
millions of dollara will be required, and
this sum Congress has provided shall be
raised by st.ck subseription, and that the
people shall have the opportunity of sub-
soribing in proportion to the populution
of their respective states and territories,
The commission looks to the unfailing
patriotism of the people of every section,
to see that it contributes its share to the
epenses, and reocives its share of the
benefits of an enterprise in which nll are
so deoply intemtwf. It would furthe
earnestly urge the formation in each state
and territory of a centennial organization
which shall in time seo that country as-
socintions are formed, so that when the
nations are gathered together in 1870
each commoonwealth can view with pride
the contributions she hns made to the
national glory, Coufidently relying on
the zeal and patriotism ever dinplnyeﬁ by
our people in every nationn! undertaking,
we pledge and phrophecy that the oen-
tennial celobration will worthily show
how greatness, wealth and intelligence
can be fostered by such institutions as
those which have for one hundred years
blessed the people of the United States,
